high goal of trulv great lives to prove the 
true greatness, the gift alone, of the Su- 
per-man. Bryan still lives. 


Do you wish to learn how to discern 
the good from the evil about you or your 
premises?

Do vou wish 
tc know, through contact with premises 
or people how they stand as to vour.

worth and true genius. The knowing 
that 1s possession is of the Soul; have 
you that knowing? If not. why not 
take this simple lesson of the how to 
reach and cultivate Soul Qualities and 
Forces and become that knowing which 
is knowledge illumined of Wisdom and 
permits of vour building yourself anew, 
as per the Divine Type or Image. True 
greatness arises from the within; what 
of your Soul? Do vou know your real 
self? Are vou conversant at all with 
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the real vou? Do not delay; seck it out 
todav ; it will paw vou.

Numerous cases of criminal diabo- 
lism, such as the Harry Thaw, the 
Haines, and the Mrs. Read cases, cause 
us to pause and grow strong in an in- 
quiry as to how far imagination nur- 
tured for ill may be responsible in most 
crimes? Jealousy, hate and passion, 
backed by imagination, followed by an 
al persevering auto-suggestion, is tlie 
only answer to the two murder cases re- 
ferred to here. Drugs, an aptitude for 
the gathering of money, a too powerfully 
vivid imagination permitted to evolve a 
process for gratification, per auto-sugges- 
tion, answers the possible ^Maniacal Ex- 
altation, with Hallucination, Moral Dis- 
turbances, with Irresistible Impulse” to 
commit any act to gain MONEY. in the 
ease of Mrs. Read. The “Evil Spirit.” 
so-called, results as an effect of long con- 
tinued self indulgence in an imaginary 
concept, leading through powerful auto- 
suggestion up to “Hallucination of 
Hearing,” or seeing of a presence, as a 
guide or control, leading often, even to 
delirium of a nature which, after the 
act, may result, as in this noted case of 
Mrs. Read, in mental and nervous col- 
lapse; a voice may speak, a shadow pres- 
ence may attend this voice, a common ef- 
fect of criminal imagination trending to 
auto-suggestion which, as a final effect, 
resulted in the hallucination so much in 
evidence in this case and in most all such 
cases, as the three mentioned.  Auto-sug- 
gestion, long continued in anv one of 
these cases, drove to the final *Irresist- 
ible impulse" that caused the criminal 
act.

BEWARE OF WRONGFUL CULTIVATION 
OF IDEAS AND IDEALS. 


The despised imagination ever work- 
ing, never ceasing, has brought the mach- 
inations of man to their wits end. Tm- 
agination, usually looked upon as a 
thing to be despised, has more resource- 
fulness of spirit and greater power in 
making or unmaking human kind than 
all other human thought agencies coin- 
bined. Many cases of imagination are 
just pure and simple imagination, have 
we known, which later on have brought 
on the most provoking conditions: mani- 
acal exaltation with hallucination: mor- 
al disturbances with almost astonishing 
and irresistible desire or impulses to do 
certain things. perform certain acts, of- 
ten criminal and evil: hearing of voices, 
whether result of hallucination or that 
of long repeated «lf hypnotic or auto- 
suggestive experiences: delirium attend- 
ed with presences, spirit forms, shadowy 
and filmy some things: all these condi- 
tions may result as an effect of too brill- 
iant or too strenuously and long contin- 
ued operation of imagination. 
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We have witnessed and attended manv 
cases, in our work as a Psychic, where 
ill results were only too apparent as an 
after effect of a line of imaginative 
thought; wherein false concepts resulted 
as the outcome; these false concepts be- 
ing strengthened and still further mate- 
rialized by constant inworking auto-sug- 
gestion ; imagination leading to auto-sug- 
gestion is one of the most stupendous 
powers with which humankind have to 
deal. Imagination, rightly trained and 
subject to right reason is a powerful 
agency for good and when rightly opera- 
tive brings to bear the mighty energies 
of soul, spirit and mind in such manner 
as to heal, uplift and forward man's 
every good; and when rightly employed, 
through its setting at work of a right 
auto-suggestion, can become the greatest 
of human agencies for man's continued 
health, success and good. 

Man's imagination has peopled em- 
pires; built all civilization ; earried into 
all the nooks and corners of earth useful 
invention ; laid the plans which have be- 
come great cities and mighty undertak- 
ings and made possible the carpeting of 
earth with the fruits of the husbandman ;

gines of war; filled the earth with forces 
and demon forms, and spirit shadows of 
woe; it has formed concepts of crime; 
made criminals of men and women;

To work in summer time for small 
wages, to carry the morning papers, ne- 
cessitating arising at 9 o'clock a. m. 
everv day of the year, to act, too, on top 
of this, as janitor for a two-roomed an- 
nex to the regular school, compelling the 
visiting the same before and after school, 
and then to keep yourself in school for 
five straight years while most lads are 
roaming about the city, should this not 
be of some credit to a boy's early ent) 
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Such was the editor’s method of getting 
his rudimental education, in the city of 
Denver, along in the ’70’s and the early 
Ra. 

In those days, each carrier of the daily 
papers had to fold the paper for his own 
route; this editor took in a route from 
19th street to Cherry Creek and from 
Larimer street down to the Platte and 
across the Platte River and including 
what was then ALL of North Denver; 
a route requiring three solid hours lively 
walking to complete. We represented 
the Rocky Mountain News. We went 
to the old Arapahoe Street High School 
and wound up in the then new building 
at the square 19th and 20th and Stout 
and California streets, leaving the same 
June 23, 1683, with our course incom- 
pleted owing to poor health and inabil- 
itv, therefrom, to further keep up our 
expenses. 

Since then we have managed to read 
about everything of “British and Amer- 
ican Eloquence,” speeches of public men, 
Gibbon, Hume, Shakespeare, Scott, Bul- 
wer, most of Grecian and Modern Phil- 
oxophical Lore, and not this alone, but 
have placed nearly ten vears to the study 
of Tariffs, Political Economy, and 
thoroughly delved into the Monetary svs- 
tems of the world; on religious topics 
we have been a lifelong student. We 
have defeated error, overcome disease, 
corrected mistakes, cast off false desire, 
stamped under foot wrong ambitions, 
risen from a total collapse of a few 
vears ago, recuperated fortune, and ar- 
rived at a fair assurance of competence.

Many people have asked what is meant 
by a Concept? We have often referred 
to this phase of producing the outlines 
of that which we desire or aspire to 
reach, would bring to pass. or will into 
express] geo for ourselves or others:

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by thinking out all problems of life; this 
requires comparison, relativity and 
much mathematical, as well as wonder- 
fully active reasoning power; it results 
in wear and worry and considerable hard 
guessing, in order to arrive at conclu- 
sions, and is absolutely void of creative- 
ness.

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we forget that competition is double 
powerful, as to favoring the long estab- 
lished house over any newly established 
concern; we simply lose sight of all 
these little details, seek out a location, 
a certain building upon a certain busi- 
ness thoroughtare, and, placing our cap- 
ital in the business, sail in to conquer 
in all the dubious wavs, tricks and intri- 
cacies of our chosen line. ^ Nothing ven- 
tured nothing made" is the general con- 
cept of most business ventures; results 
prove that, even in a gamble, we must 
ssort our cards, and having assorted 
them, know how to draw to strengthen 
our hand, and failing to do so, we may 
regret the lack of capacity or knowledge 
discovered, after the casting of the cards. 
The great trouble with all ventures. 
whether in business, or professional, or 
anv other lines of useful endeavor, is 
that we measure all thinzs be MONEY 
instead of the actual basic principle of 
DEMAND and SUPPLY; we forget 
that MONEY will come to that only 
which commands it from environing 
surroundings. per the law that what we 
ARE, or HAVE for EXCHANGE, 
a primal NECESSITY of those re 
up the community of interests of which 
we would be a business factor: we fail 
to take into consideration and into our 
prospectus the facts of all that concerns 
the Demand and Supply resources of the 
community at large, or the powers al- 
ready prevailing and at work, as mutual 
exchange possibilities; we jump at con- 
clusions, through losing sight of the un- 
derlving principle which should govern 
in all ventures, and accepting the mis- 
leading ghost of chance—Money Mak- 
ing. 

We may be all that man can be, but if 
there is already over supply of our gifts, 
or worth in, or to a certain community, 
then shrewdness demands us to hesitate 
and intuitively know, ere we leap, just 
what our undertaking shall bring to us, 
as a possibility. There is always room, 
somewhere, for every wise and well 
equipped man; there always has been 
room for brains, worth and true endeav- 
or, coupled with talent and capacity to 


perform and do; but the right place, as 
to location, often cuts a tremendous fig- 
ure, so tremendous a one, in fact, as to 
make or unmake, the same man or pro- 
ject, even as wisdom has permitted the 
right location. Money should never lead 
a man into choice of anything, provided 
that he wishes real after-SUCCESS:; too 
often young men, in preparing for their 
after-profession, or vocation, look over 
the list and do so with an eve single to 
which profession, or vocation, promises 
the quickest and surest route to wealth 
and fortune ; his capacity, talent, natural 
trend as to faculty, makeup and general 
temperament and disposition is not per- 
mitted to be reasonably considered; re- 
sults are, generally speaking, disastrous; 
every profession on earth, every business 
and every vocation, show the ill effects of 
wrong selection, and ill-advised attempts 
to make MONEY come regardless of 
actual Talent, Capacity, or Faculty En- 
dowment and WORTH, which alone 
guarantees Monev; it is no disgrace to 
fail, if in the failure we discover our 
real distinguishing, individual Worth 
and fitness and get ourselves positioned

TENTIONS, but you cannot LOVE a 
HEALER who is a PSYCHIC or 
TRUE OCCULT and be HEALED;

OCCULT, as the most powerful mani- 
festation of ALL TRUTH, at a tre- 
mendous disadvantage; hence we say he 
loses his life (personal), that he may 
gain it through DUTY to himself, his 
profession and others. He is Positive 
Health. 


“We cannot use Occultism in poli- 
ties." Let us see why not. Some four 
years ago occasion caused the question 
to arise regarding whether Occultism 
could be of use in politics; a noted pol- 
itielan, who had utilized similar gifts, 
whether aware of it or not, exclaimed, 
“We cannot use Occultism in politics ;" 
this man undoubtedly misunderstood the 
term and also the mystery of his own 
success ; he was the very embodiment and 
actualized expressiveness of the “hid- 
den,” and never spent one single hour in 
his political work that was free from 
the silent, subtle forces at work, in and 
through him, if not admittedly con- 
sciously, then unconsciously; but per- 
haps not recognizing the potency within 
his own Soul at work may account for 
his recent overestimate of his proper 
place and the failure to keep his former 
splendid equilibrium; his present mis- 
take is not his, but that of his leader, 
through ambition having overcome the 
usual good sense and safe mapping out 
of political fights. We have thoroughly 
investigated the uses of Occultism since 
the day of the above remark, and 
have proved that Occultism has 
done more than all the men and minds 
and public agencies combined; by 
the inworking of the Spirit’s Breath

oak, or some other type or species of 
plant life. Now, in the same manner, 
man may be, as the child, a sceptic as 
to what kind of a character, whether 
Spiritual or Material, may be the out- 
come of the germ or seed, said to be the 
beginning, or source, of a given type 
of manifestation, of life and its expres- 
sion, as to Soul or form. The germi- 
nating seed of man will produce its kind, 
as to the physical, without one single 
exception; this is acknowledged as an 
immutable law; this has been demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of all men, 
everywhere; but when it comes the Soul 
of things and, more especially, the seed, 
that per regenerative process, termed 
the PSYCIIOSIS, brings into expres-

As it is with the Physical, 
so is it with the Spiritual man; there 
is that which is Soul, but Soul, like the 
womb in the physical process, contains 
within it that which is the seed of a Na- 
ture, a New Creature, to be Spiritual- 
ized, quickened, awakened, set under 
new process of growth, per growth pro- 
cess, permitted to unfold and continue 
a growth from within out and without

is incompletion, as to the inner manifes- 
tation, and the Christ Nature fails to 
materialize, and Individual Immortality 
is defeated; the process is essential to 
Soul attainment, or Subconscious know- 
ing and the building of an Immortal 
Selfhood as a completed Ego. WILL 
predetermines the type, the species, or 
the kind, and then determines and sets 
in motion the process of growth along 
fixed or idealized lines; WILL is the be- 
ginning and end of action, growth, or 
generation, or regeneration; WILL fixes 
purpose, determines process and persists 
in growth, action or expression. The 
Divine WILL is the Supreme Power 
back of all that is, persists or continues 
in manifest expression, hence, man, to 
partake of Continuity and Immortal ex- 
istence must needs be at-one-ment with 
Divine WILL.
